He %aid he used the 
drug to kill insects, to clean nitrate of 
silver stains from his hands and to 
disinfect towels. 


On cross examination. Dr. Hyde said 


while he had ufeed cyanide for several 
years he could not recall any place he 
ever purchased it except at Breckleln's 
drug store, where he bought 100 grains 
of the drug last fall.

Train the 
mind In applied psychology, give to 
the lungs the necessary eighty barrels 
of air per-day to purify the five hun- 
dred gallons of blood passing through 
them dally, give proper exercise to 
every organ of the body, feed every 
nerve, exercise every 
muscle;

with proper diet and proper food and 
combinations of foods will teach you 
how to get well and keep well. 


"The church is not in the healing 


business and has no right .to go into 
the healing business; that belongs to 
the physician. Let me say right here 
that I have no use for the man who 
is discounting the physicians.
